For 30 Days 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
A nationwide rail strike, 
threatened 
for 
Tuesday, 
was averted today when 
the railroads agreed to a 
congressional request and 
postponed 
imposition 
of 
their new work rules for 
at least 3ft days. 


Daniel P. Loomis, president of 
the Association of American Rail­ 
roads, announced to a crowded 
hearing room of the House Com­ 
merce Committee that the car­ 
riers had agreed to the postpone­ 
ment “ in order to cooperate with 
Congress.” 


The chairmen of the House and 
Senate commerce committes had 
asked for the delay to give Con­ 
gress time to act on President 
Kennedy's plan to turn over to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
ion 
ICC) 
the long-smouldering 
work rules dispute. 


Post Notices 


The deadline for putting the 
new work rules into effect had 
been 12 OI a.rn Tuesday. Several 
railroads already had posted no­ 
tices informing their employes of 
the scheduled changes. 


Rail unions said the imposition 
of the rules, abolishing thousands 
of jobs, would signal the start of 
a nationwide strike. 


Loomis said: “in response to 
the requests of the chairmen of 
the House and Senate committees 
and in order to cooperate with 
the Congress of the United States, 
the American 
railroads h a v e 
agreed to a 30-day extension to 
12:01 a.m. Aug. 29, 1963.” 


Rep. 
Oren 
Harris, 
D-Ark., 
chairman of the House Commerce 
Committee, 
praised 
the 
rail­ 
roads’ decision and said it was 
one which was made “ in the en­ 
tire public interest of the United 
States. 


“On behalf of the committee 
and the Congress, I want to ex­ 
press our sincere thanks for the 
consideration given by you and 
your industry,” he told Loomis.
